Whooping cough is an aente infection* diaeaae. It 


is in the same class with scarlet fever, diphtheria and 
measles. All these diseases are seriotu because they 
are likely to be followed by secondary ailments. 


Whooping congh affects the respiratory organs. It. 


is characterized by paroxysmal coughing, ending in a 
"whoop." This may be followed by the discharge of 
infected mucus. 
Contained in this material are in- 


numerable germs which are capable of transmitting 
the disease to other children.
